Russia Puts j 
On Show 
Of Outrage:

Western Europe today generally 
defended the U.S. derision ta re­ 
sume nuclear testing but Japan 
expressed “deep disappointment” 
and Russians put on a show of 
outrage. 
India’s delegation to the -dis­ 
armament conference in Geneva 
made a final appeal for nuclear 
powers to refrain from testing 
“ perhaps for a few weeks” for 
another attempt to write a lest 
ban treaty. It was futile. 
“With the greatest respect, but 
with the greatest regret, I must 
say that my government cannot 
undertake another unpoliced, un­ 
inspected 
moratorium,” 
replied 
U.S. Ambassador Arthur H. D$an. 
Soviet Deputy Foreign M inster 
Valerian Zorin accused the United 
States and Britain of trying to 
wash their hands” of responsi­ 
bility for the tests. But the Rus­ 
sians indicated they would go on 
talking about a test ban and gen­ 
eral disarmament anyway. 
Students Demonstrate 
A snrite-dancing mob of about 
IOO leftist Zengakuran students 
staged a protest demonstration in 
front of the U.S. Embassy in Ja­ 
pan. scuffling with 500 police.

At the Supreme Soviet meeting

Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
apparently was content to let 
others do the criticizing for a 
change. He did not mention the 
test iii a 12-minute speech in 
which he presented his new gov­ 
ernment. 
The Times of London suggested 
that the Russians might privately 
be welcoming the U.S. decision 
“as an excuse for a further round 
of their own.” 
Nationalists Support UJS. 
The first outright government 
support came from Nationalist 
China where the Foreign Minis­ 
try called it the only way for 
America to maintain its nuclear 
lead over the Soviet Union. 
British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan, who meets with Ken­ 
nedy later this wwek. already had 
told his Parliament he could not 
and would not ask another post­ 
ponement of the tests in view of 
Russian refusal to agree to a 
cheat-proof system of inspection 
and controls. 
In Washington, the Stale De­ 
partment was prepared for

shower of brickbats from some 
parst of the world but some offi­ 
cials felt it would be far less than 
expected because the Russians 
broke a three-year moratorium 
last fall with their test series.
